The  painstaking  scholars  who  compile  dlc- 
tlaaarlea  moat  indeed  apend  many  weariaome 

hour.s  in  the  .severe  labor  of  their  exacting  ta.sk. 
Dr.  Samuel  Johnson,  In  his  famous  dictionary, 
made  a  humocona  addlUon  to  hla  definition  of 
the  term  "lexicographer"  In  the  phrase,  "a  harm- 
leaa  drudge."  A  few  years  ago  H.  W.  Fowler 
wrote,  to  hia  claaaie  work  on  "Modem  Infllah 
Usage,"  a  criticism  of  certain  terms  relating  to 
anniversaries  and  ages,  dealing  especially  with 
the  words  "centennial"  and  "centenary,**  and 
pointing  out  certain  defcct.s  in  our  system  of 
naming  anniversariea  and  the  like.  Comparing 
the  usual  Britftd)  form,  '^tenary.'*  wttli  the 

American,  "centennial,"  he  said  that  the  former 
has  the  disadvantage  that  the  notion  of  years 
la  not,  except  by  modem  development,  contatoed 
to  It,  but  that  this  Is  true  al.so  of  "century."  and 
need  not  count  for  much.  "Centennial,"  on  the 
other  hand,  haa  the  diaadrantage  that  it  gives 
"a  less  convenient  pattern  on  which  to  form  the 
names  of  higher  anniversaries."  Aa  theae  are 
aometlmes  wanted,  he  thtoks  it  worth  while  to 
maintain  "centenary."  The  list  which  pleases 
him  best  is  as  follows:  Centenary,  bicentenary, 
tercentenary,  quadringenary,  quingenary.  ses- 
eenary,  aeptingenary,  octlngenary,  nongenary 
and  millenary.  The  latter  e  in  the  antepenul- 
tlmato  syllable  is  long  and  that  syllable  bears 
the  accent. 

The  Concise  Oxford  Dictionary  gives  no  term 
to  occupy  the  eighth  place  In  the  series,  unitary 
(of  a  unit),  binary  (tovolving  pairs),  temary 
''-n-npcsed  of  three),  quarternary  (having  four 
paius),  quinary  (of  the  number  of  five),  senary 
(by  aixea),  septenary  (on  the  basis  of  seven), 
nonary  (having  nine  a.s  a  basis),  denary  (deci- 
mal). It  Is  worth  noting  also  that  in  speaking 
Of  persona  accordl|ig  to  age  by  ten-year  periods 
the  series  of  terms  is  apparently  incomplete. 
There  are  centenarians,  nonagenarians,  octo- 
genarians, aeptuagenariana,  aexagenariana,  quto- 
quagenarians,  and  even  quadragenarians,  btit 
how  shall  we  designate  persons  In  their  thirties, 
their  twentlea,  their  'teens,  and  their  ehUdbood? 
It  is  the  task  of  the  lexicographer  not  only  to 
inform  us  as  to  the  right  word  but  also  to  warn 
M  against  the  wrong  one.  In  uttering  theae 
warnings  and  dealing  faithfully  with  those  who 
deliberately  or  Ignorantly  misuse  the  Eimllsh 
language,  he  endeavors  to  do  hia  whole  duty  by 

calling  the  attention  of  the  offender  to  the  enor- 
mity of  his  oflence.  A  few  examples  may  prove 
totereating. 

Forty  years  ago  and  more  observers  had 
already  begun  to  comment  severely  upon  the 
grewtog  tendency  to  misuse  the  term  "phe- 
nomenal," which  formerly  had  been  applied  ex- 
clusively to  anything  cognizable  by,  or  evidenced 
only  by.  the  aenaea  It  U  atUl  ao  applied,  but  it 
has  also  been  u.sed  Illegitimately  to  expreiw  the 
idea  of  something  unusual  or  startling,  in  spite 
ef  the  fact  that  we  have  audi  eaetilent  terms  aa 

remnrl<ahlp,  extraordinary,  prodigious.  Fowler 
hopeluily  remarks  that  "phenomenal"  is  now  in 
tiM  atate  of  dlaoredit  that  foUowa  upon  unrea- 
sonable vogue,  and  that  now  Is  the  time  for  be- 
lievers In  sound  English  to  attack  It  with  aome 
hope  of  success.

China.  betnK  the 
oioat  depressed  country,  with  the 
worst  flood  and  f amtoe  ever  known 
In  its  history,  had  to  suffer  more 
Intensively  by  theee  attacks  and  to- 
vsslons.  which  bear  a  similarity  te 
the  Western  world  to  "deal  a  blow 
when  one  Is  down."  Japan  has 
planned  well  when  she  plans  to 
force  upon  China  with  her  profound 
mlllUrlsm.

With  the  Incoming  of  IsraeUtas  of 
other  natlonallt4en  who  were  not 
familiar  with  the  fiephardle  ritual,  a 
sseond  eontregatlon  was  established 
In  Montreal  in  1846,  called  the 
Shaar  Hashomayim,  which  built  a 
synagogue  In  ISM  Ttu.s  \va.s  the 
place  of  wor.ship  for  many  years  of 
Kr.KlL'.h.  Orrman  and  Pollsli  Jews. 
One  of  the  nioKt  distinguished 
ineinbcis  of  the  SpanLsh  and  Portu- 
guese synaKi>»;ue  was  Rabbi  Dr. 
Abraham  de  Sola,  who  wa.s  also 
professor  In  Hebrew  at  McOlll  Uni- 
versity and  of  whom  the  theotogloal 
students  of  the  various  Christian 
churches  durlnt  many  years  were 
pupils. 

The  third  Hebrew  ronKronation  to 
be  formed  wa.s  the  Holy  Blossom, 
Toronto,  which  wa.s  organized  to 
185«.  Dr.  B.  R.  Brlckner  Is  the 
spiritual  head  of  this  congregation 
and  one  of  the  influential  religious 
leaders  of  the  dtjr.  The  Anshe 
Siolom  oongregatloo  of  Hamilton 
naa  tetnld  about  the  same  time, 
and  in  IfM  the  congregation  of 
Temple  Baauu-B;  or  this  flity,  was 
organized. 

LARPEST  CONGREGATION 

The  congregation  with  the  largest 
membership  is  the  Shaar  Hasho- 
maylin,  Montreal,  where  more  than 
2,000  worshippers  have  assembled  at 

one  service  Numbers  ol  the  syna- 
gogues In  Montreal,  Toronto  and 
Winnipeg  can  accommodate  from  j 
wen  to  flRht  hundred  persons. 
Prriiaps  the  most  oiit.standing  fea- 
ture. accordinK  to  the  author  of  the 
book  mentioned,  are  the  beautiful 
synagogues  built  in  small  communi-

La.st  year  was  the  centenary  of 
the  Rrantmc  of  pohtical  equality  to 
Jews  in  Lower  Canada  One  Ezeklel 
Hart,  a  Jew,  wa.s  elected  in  1807  to 
represent  Three  Rivers  in  the 
A.ssembly  of  Lower  Canada.  When 
be  went  to  Quebec  nsat  year  he 
insisted  on  being  sworn  In  the 
Jewish  fashion,  whlidi  was  granted

him.  Within  the  next  few  days, 
however,  the  House  passed  a  resolu- 
tion to  the  effect  that  "Cseklel 
Hart,  being  a  Jew.  eannot  take  a 
seat  nor  vote  In  this  House  " 

Returned  at  another  election. 
Hart  was  nRam  disqualified,  and 
shortly  after  wltlidrew  from  politics 
There  the  matter  rested  till  1829. 
when  a  bill  was  introduced  in  the 
Assembly  to  give  the  Jews  the  right 
to  keep  register  ot  births,  marriages 
and  deaths.  It  was  paissd  practi- 
cally unanimously,  but  the  Royal 
Assent  was  refused.  Amended  to 
grant  "the  same  rlRhts  and  privi- 
leges as  those  enjoyed  by  other  sub- 
jects oT  His  Majesty  (KinR  Wil- 
liam >  in  thi.s  province."  it  became 
the  law  of  the  land  In  1831.  This 
was  the  Jews'  Magna  Charta  In 
Canada. 

ELECTED  IN  B.C. 

The  matter  did  not  come  up  for 
debate  in  the  other  provinre.s.  the 
Jews  fallln;?  heir  by  general  con-senl 
to  all  the  privileges  of  ritizenship. 

In  Britush  Columbia,  Sellim 
Franklin,  a  Jew  of  this  city,  .sal  in 
the  Provincial  Legislature  in  1870, 
and  Henry  Nathan,  also  of  the  same 
faith,  was  elected  a  member  of  the 
House  of  Commons  at  Oonfederar 
tlon  and  sat  until  the  sod  of  the 
second  Parliament.
